FEBRUARY 27th 


The second most important break for 
New York hard core - since the gig at 
the Ritz back in December. I missed 
the Blood Slots, since someone szrewed 
up the guest list, and now being part 
of the mass of unemployed that Kraut 
sings about, I had to wait for someone 
to contact Heart Attack 
so that I could get 

in - I have 

never seen the 

Blood Clots, 

so I can't 

say whether 

it was to 

my advantage 

or not to miss 

them. 


Heart Attack came 

on next. Their last 

gig with John, their 

bass player (a loss 

which is much lamented 

by many of us). Despite 
Jesse's being sick with’ 
the flu and his voice 
being somewhat hoarse, 
they did one of their best 


sets ever. (I taped the gig this time 
and so, had a better chance to decipher 
their lyrics). 


Jesse, as I've already mentioned 

is a great performer, but lest we 
forget, if it wasn't for the Sex 
Pistols there would never have been 
‘a Heart Attack/"English Cunts". 


As for the rest of their set-I have 
no complaints -watching Heart Attack 
on stage is always a great 
experience. I only mention in 
passing, that part of punk is not 
denying your roots once you start 
to pull ahead - something this new 
generation of punk should consider, 
with the Clash's betrayel giving - 
them a prime example of what not 

to become. I hope that with their 
new bassist, Heart Attack remains ° 
as good as they were that night. 


The Necros went on next. 

I saw them once before, last 
June - backing the Stimulators __ 
and the Circle Jerks (also j 
at Irving Plaza) and they've 
improved quite a lot. 


Their fast, but most of their lyrics™ 
are pretty understandable, and though 
not quite as dynamic and exciting as 
Heart Attack, they gave a good perfor- 
mance (see interview in Sees issue). 


The last band to play that 

night was every family's 

favorite, the Bad Brains. 

Lately, the Bad Brains have been 

dowsed with favorable reviews in 

such well-established music papers 

as NYE and Sounds, as well as appearing 
in nearly every local fanzine - enough 
already, I say! 


I don't deny that the Bad Brains are good musicians, 
but let's face it, they don't excite me, Their 
reggae numbers are great and definitely worth a 
listen, but when they move on to hard core - well,. 
I mean loud, fast rules 0.K.! - but not when it 
comes out so jumbled as to become a real parody 

on punk - maybe on a slower speed they might be more 
palatable. 


Now I know that I'm probably going to get a lot of shit for downgrading 
New York's darlings,but that's how I see it folks --takeit—pr leave 

it. 3 

As for that Saturday night's performance, I stayed for the dummy hanging 
of Reagan, which was one of the night's highlights, but left shortly 
after - if you've seen one Bad Brains gig, well to use a cliche, you've 
seen them all. It was a good night though and I did get a pretty good 
Heart Attack/Necros tape out of it, Who could ask for more?

C: Well, about the world and what's going on..yeah, because people live 
in a dream world, they all float around in a dream world and stay 
drunk all the time. You have to realize sooner or later your gonna 
be thrown out in the street, like I was tonight. 


W: What do you think of the hard core scene in New York? 


Cs: I think the hard core scene is good, but a lot of people have bad 
ideas in their heads when it comes to the hard core scene. They think 
if they shave their heads and hang around that they're gonna be in. 
You don't get in that way. You get in by trying to learn a few things 
I think that comes first.You gotta know what your talking about, 
when your talking to someone about the government or when you Sing 
about the government you should pretty damn well know what the gov- 
ernment is and who's in charge, and know where El Salvador is. 


Ws What are your influences? 


Cs I guess you could say the Sex Pistols and even say the early Clash, 
because when the Clash first started they were a very different band 
they weren't a disco band. : 


Ms: You come from Lindenhurst How did you learn about punk out there? 


Cz: Me end Mike were in high school. like ve hed really bad attitudes and in a4 
when I heard the Sex Pistols album that was it for me. 


We Where did you hear about it? 


C: I bought it, I just bought it beceuse, I think I read an interview in some English 
paper. I read the one that was called "England Screaming". and I had to go pick 
up the album, and the first time I heard it, like, I had to get rid of every 
album I had and that was it. I got rid of every album I had and had to listen 
to it from then on in. ‘Cause to me that was music. 


M: Really there's no exposure to that music out on Long Island and I just wondered 
how you became so radical about the music. 


C: Well, because that’s pretty much the way we were, just nasty bastards and that 
was the way we got started. Me and Mike were the only people in the high school 
who did this sort of stuff and I was playing guitar since seventh grade. I’ve 
known Mike since six grade. I've known him for eight years now, and me and Mike, 
one day he came over my house and we were doing songs like, Grandma's are made 
for kicking ... gotta come to your house when you're not there, gonna toss your 
kids around by the hair...I know now it sounds like Dead Kennedys, but we were 
doing it way back when. Just one day he came to my house, he was singing and I 
was playing guitar and I told him why don't you buy a bass, so he bought a bass 
and then we had Ronny come over and play the drums and we found thathe couldn't 
play the drums..so.. 


Ms: How did you meet Ron? 


C: We met Ronny at this place called Leg: in Valley Siream. “He was walking eround 
in a three piece business suit and a Hitler moustache and he used to be 4 really 
sick bastard, he still is a sick bastard, but I think we met him at the Stimulators | 
the Stims olayed down at Legz one night and we ran into Ron, literally we ran 
into him. 

Mz: Where does he live? 


Cs: He lives in Merrick, not far from that place, as a matter of fact. So, we 
met each other and then we went looking for a drummer. te had one drummer for 
about six monihs and he would say stupid things like, "Paul Cook could have been 
in the who", or "he could've played for the Rolling Stones". when the time came 
for our first gig at CBGB's in September he quit a week before the gig, so we 
gave Troy a call, he lives in Lindenhurst, too. He's seventeen...and we got 
Troy into the stuff and that was about it. 


Ws How do people react to you out there? 


C: Strange, I don't know, ask John he can tell you. 


3: Who is this? Who are these guys? They don't play fast enough. I heard their 
song and I just said... 


Cs ...they suck, they suck... 
J: ..-should I kill my little sister or should I murder my grandmother? 


C: They suck, they suck,no...The first time we played at CBGB's it was strange, 
the kind of reaction they gave us, and really the firsi time we played in front 
of an sudience was at Max's when they had the Thanksgiving gig. 


3: Yeah that was good. 
C: Ronny was calling the girls sluts and stuff. 


3: In fact che next day we all got invited back. Max'S was closing anyway and we 
were all herd up for the money. 


C: Max's was closing and we like cash so we plt@yed again and the second night 
we played it was like everyone was looking at us and they didn't know what to 
think. They didn't think anything could come out of Long Island like that. 
Lindenhurst, everyone was saying, what the fuck is Lindenhurst. When we first 
started playing in New York, we had a big anti-New York feeling. Everyone from 
New York hated us, except John, formerly of Heart Attack.
